OF REAL WARSHIP. 


ESTIMATES FIFTY 
COST OF ONE ONLY. 


(sy A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—An 
80,000-ton battleship mounting ff- 
teen 18-inch guns, having a speed of 
twenty-five knots an hour and cost- 
ing $60,000,000, would be the larg- 
est craft which the United States 
could employ, acording to a report 
to Congress prepared by the Navy 
Department in response to a request 
for specifications of the biggest 
fighting craft that could use the 
Panama Canal and American har- 
bors. The report says that such a 
vessel would have a length of 9756 


guns, four 21-inc 
and a 12,000-mile radius of action. 

“A single such vessel, however,” 
it adds, would not be of great value 
to the United States as it 


with the other major units of our 
fleet. To develop the value of such 
a vessel it would be necessary to 
down not less than five.” 

The Buropean war, the report 
says, has as yet brought no conclu- 
sive answer to the question of what 
types are most desirable and the 
general board is not prepared to 
recommend so radical a departure as 
the 80,000-ton ship would represent. 
The $25,000,000 battleships asked 
tor in the pending naval! bill repre- 
sent the greatest increase in size and 
power for battleship types in any 
single year, but they are to have a 
displacement of only 42,000 tons,
